PALMER. 


A DISTINGUISHED 
DUBLIN MAN. 


During the Trinity Monday (Festival 
Evensong) Service in the Chapel of Trimty 
College yesterday the Rev. Dr. A. W. Evans 
(of London) was the preacher, and his sub- 
ject was in memory of William Palmer, who 
was a scholar and a theologian of high.and 
wide reputation 

To him, in Dean Church s words, ‘‘English 
theology owes its first adequate work on 
liturgies and its first scholastic treatise on 
the Church.” Cardinal Newman described 
him as “ the only really learned man '" among 
the early Tractarians; and men who differed 
fundamentally as the ultramontane 
Cardinal Perrene and the Vid Catholic Dr. 
‘Déllinger were united in admiration of his 
learning and his intellectual force, These 
were honourable distinctions, but he had 
er claims to our respect. Whatever their 
judgment on the Catholic revival may be, it 
is surely-a becoming act of piety in this, tts 
centenary, yeat that they who belong to 
Trinity College should call to mind. those’ of 
their fellow-countrymen who helped to give 
t its first impulse and directson—all the more 
9, perhaps, because m the long list of 
publicatiéns about it less than justice had as | 
yet been done to the contribution made to 1t 
py men of Irish birth and of Irish education. 

William Palme: was not the first lrishman 
to hold and tu adyocate Anglo-Catholic views. 
He had, i particular, two notable pre- 
decessors whose influence did much to mould 
his though and to create the intellectual 
atmosphere he breathed when he was a young 
man hers in Ireland—Dr. George Stokes, 
Professor of Ecclesiastical History in Dublin 
University, and Alexander Knox. There was 
a close link in those days between Ireland 
and Oxford, and that link was Wilham 
Palmer, who was born in Dublin in 1803, and 
took his Bachelor’s degree in Dublin Univer- 
sity at the age of twenty-one. 


THE TRACTARIANS. 

After his ordination by Bishop Jebb, under 
whom he followed a course of study, owing 
to want of books and in order to use the 
Oxford Library, he removed first to Mag- 
dalen Hall and afterwards to Worcester 
College, where he proceeded Master of Arts 
in 1829. He became prominent im the Trac- 
tarian movement, and came in contact with 
Keble, Newman, Hurrell Froude and others 
of the little group who were ready to wel- 
come his views. n he issued his 
Treatise on the Church of Christ, a landmark 
in English theological literature, which, after 
the lapse of half a century, Gladstone de- 
elared to be stil’ “the most powerful and 
least assailable defence of the Anglican 
Church.” Jt was at once welcomed by 
Newman as one of the most various, compre- 
hensive and elaborate works the age had pre- 
duced, which no Anglican. except Palmer, 
could have written, and he described his own |.

MAIL BOAT CAPTAIN'S 
RETIREMENT. 


The retirement of Captain E. R. Williams, 
of the Royal Mail Steamship Hibernia, brinzs 
to a close a career of nearly half a century 
of seafaring life. -Captain illiams first went 
to sea as an apprentice in 1886 in the 

‘ling ship Carbet Castle, one of L. H. 
McIntyre aie, of Liverpool, and afterwards 
served as second and as chief officer in some 
of the famous sailing ships owned by the Da!e 
Line and the Castle Line. Like all sailors of 
the ‘old school, Captain Williams has had 
some very thrilling and interesting 
experiences, particularly during the four and 
a years when he was navigating officer 
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in the Anglo-American Telegraph ship 
Minia. During the Spanish-American War 
they “were taken” over by the American 
Government to lay new telegraph cables 
between Key West Naval Station and their 
coaling stations along the coast, under escort 
of American warships: In May, 1900. he 
joined the London and North-Western Rail- 
way Company {now London, Midland and 
Scottish), and has served as an officer and 
captain their three  services—Greenore, 
Dublin and Kingstown. During the war 
Captain Williams served in the transports, 
and had some vtry narrow escapes. On his 
retiremént Captain Williams was presented 
with a gold wristlet watch by the officers 
and men of the Hibernia, by whom he was 
held in the highest esteem. Captain Williams 
was Commodore Commander of the company’s 
ships at Holyhead at the time of his retire- 
ment.

N interesting paper dealing with com- 
mercial satvurteine) films and their 
production was read by Mr C. E. 
McConnell, A.I.P.A., managing director ot 
Messrs. McConnell-Hartley, Ltd., at the 
weekly luncheon meeting of the Dublin 
Rotary Club, held in the Metropole 
Restaurant yesterday, the Very Rev. Dr. 
Hanna presiding. 

When talking pictures ceased to be a 
novelty, said Mr. McConnell, their quality 
improved rapidly. When they were no longer 
interesting simply as a mechanical achieve- 
ment, it became necessary to procure better 
stories, improved directing, skilful acting, 
and true beauty of photography. 

“ Although all classes of films are, or 
should be, commercial, what I mean by the 
word ‘ commercial,’” said Mr. McConnell, 
‘is a film produced for a commercial firm 
and used for advertising purposes. This is a 
distinct branch of the business, quite apart 
from the ordinary fiction or ‘feature’ films, 
and these commercial pictures take many 
forms, chiefly educative. . . 


MODERNISED. 


“To-day the advertising film has reached 
the point where it can be made as interesting, 
as important, and as successful as a ‘ feature’ 
film. All the material which goes into the 
making of a feature film is now available to 
the maker of advertising ‘talkie’ pictures. 
All the intricacies known to the motion 

icture industry are now being employed by 

im. Directors, artists, editorial talent of 

roven ability and drawing power are now 
cede themselves to the production of 
educational and advertising films. The talk- 
ing picture, the new colour photography, the 
aerial pictures, the slow-motion and the 
animated, the humorous cartoon type—all 
these new developn.ents are part of the ad- 
vertising film-maker’s equipment. 

“To-day, it is possible to make an adver- 
tiser's story so gripping, the performance of 
it so professionally skilful, and the photo- 
graphy of such a quality as to enable it to 
take its place on the regular programmes of 
cinemas, in addition to the numerous other 
places where it is shown. With an adver- 
tising film of technical and. publicity merit, it 
is possible to tell dramatically the story of 
any product, service or process to millions of 
people at an amazingly low cost. . . . 


THE PRESS MEDIUM. 


“TI do not mean to say,” went on Mr. 
McConnell, “ that this medium can be com- 
pared with the Press, because it cannot. 
The Press, in my opinion, is to-day the most 
potent, effective and lasting advertising 
medium there is; but the cinema can tell a 
different story in a different way, and very 
often appeals where other mediums do not, 

“In Press, poster, postal and window dis- 
play media, circulation methods are almost 
standardised and well known. In consider- 
ing the film, however, certain factors govern- 
ing circulation, peculiar to this medium, have 
to be taken into consideration. It has been 
customary for some film advertising con- 
tractors to offer a flat rate to advertisers. 
This is an unsatisfactory practice. A flat 
rate for publication advertising is a common 
form to offer, but the number of publications 
on a flat rate is comparatively small, and, 
further, full particulars are provided of circu- 
lation and status in respect of each of the 
publications included in the offer.” 

In conclusion, Mr. McConnell said that film 
publicity was no longer an experiment: it 
was a tried and proven medium, and had 
been used by some of the most successful 
firms of the day. While some advertisers 
got good results from that medium alone, he 
always maintained that it was better used in 
conjunction with other forms of advertising, 
such as Press, posters, etc. He could give 
the names of many leading national adver- 
tisers who used the cinema to advertise their 
goods. In the near future his firm intended 
having a trade show of pictures that he had 
mentioned, and any members of the Club 
would be heartily welcome at this showing. 

The President thanked Mr. McConnell for 
his interesting paper. He referred to the 
absence of Colonel Verschoyle-Campbell, who 
was attending the funeral of his nephew, who 
was killed in a motor accident, and moved 
a resolution of condolence with Colonel 
Verschoyle-Campbell, which was passed in 
silence, :
